REVEALS ANIMUS 


Affidavit of George E. Nye Ex- 
poses Position of Lorimer 
Machine in Appropria- 
tion Injunction. 


Objected to Appeal from Judge 
Tuley’s Decision, but Yielded 
to the State’s Attor- 
ney’s Opponents.

against Charles 8. Deneen, instigated by 
Fred M. Blount and other leaders of the 
Lorimer machine, was exploded yesterday 
when George E. Nye made affidavit that his 
suit to restrain the county board from mak- 
ing an appropriation for the state's attor- 
ney’s Office was brought at the request of 
Mr. Blount himself. The report startled the 
Lorimer camp. 

Roy O. West and Jesies Pease, Mr. De- 
neen’a managers, were pleased but not sur- 
prised when they read Mr. Nye’s statement. 
They had from the first declared that the 
case, dismissed by Judge Tuley and carried 
to the Supreme court, had been planned to 
injure the state’s attorney's chances in the 
race for the nomination for governor. Mr. 
Nye at onde took steps to have the appeal 
dismissed. 

Mr. Nye’s affidavit sheds much light on the 
political methods of the Lorimer-Smyth- 
Blount combination. It sets forth that Mr.

Tells How He Signed Bill. 

Shorn of its legal phraseology, 
lowed is told thus in the affidavit:

1 
answered that I was willing to do anything

continues: “After the bill had been dis- 
missed without equity by Judge Tuley, I told 
Attorney Montgomery I desired that no ap- 
peal should be taken, as I had received many 
communications blaming me for bringing the 
suit. I telephoned Mr. Blount, and after 
some talk sald I would sign the appeal if he 
wished it. The case was then appealed.” 

Further, Mr. Nye swore that “ in bringing 
the suit and appeal I acted solely to accom- 
modate Mr. Blount, and not to further my 
own interest or the interest of the taxpayers 
at large. I have not paid the attorneys any- 
thing, and it has been understood between 
them and myself that I should be put to no 
expense by reason of this litigation. Further, 
I have received from the attorneys, under 
date of Feb. 23, a receipt in full for their 
services and all disbursements in the suit 
and appeal, without paying therefor." 


Blount Asks Him Not to Talk. 

The affidavit concludes with the following 
statement: On the evening of Dec. 80, 1902, 
I met Mr. Blount at the Lowden meeting 
and Mr. Blount told me that if I was asked 
about the suit by reporters not to say any- 
thing to them, but to refer them to the attor- 
neys, Ritsher, Montgomery & Hart.”’ 

Mr. Nye declared that he was through with 
the Lorimer-Smyth-Blount combination of 
politicians and would do everything he could 
to carry the Thirteenth ward for Mr. Deneen. 
He is president of the republican club in the 
Fourteenth precinct of that ward and has 
been an active party worker for several 
years. He is also president of the Nye Stearn 
Pump and Machinery * 70 West 
Washington street. 


Admitted by Mr. Blount. 
Mr. Blount admitted that with one excep- 
tion the affidavit was practically correct. 
„Nye volunteered to sign the bill,“ he said. 
„ was waiting for another man when he 
came in and offered his services. I stand for 
everything else of which he accuses me, “and 
Iam in the right. The moment he withdraws 
his bill I shall file another. The case is going 
to be heard and settled, in the interest of the 
taxpayers. It is simply a bit of spite work on 
the part of Mr. Nye. He wanted to bea can- 
didate for alderman in the Thirteenth ward, 
but the boys over there would not support 
him. He takes this means of getting even. 
That is all there is to his show of repentance.”

CREED LINES FORGOTTEN, 


Pastor of Baffled Flock Voices His Peo- 
ple’s Indignation. 


Owners of property near the old English 
Faith Lutheran church at Thirty-second 
street and Fifth avenue, and many of their 
tenants, comprising sixty persons, have just 
purchased the church structure at a cost of 
$6,200. The new owners will not use the 
building for religious purposes. Rather, they 
would raze it or let it crumble into rums, 
For, while joint possessors of the building, 
they are divided into a half dozen church de- 
nominations. 

As explained by some of the purchasers 
yesterday, including Roman Catholics, Pres- 
byterians, Methodists, Baptists, and Luther- 
ans, the church was bought in order that 
it might not be used as a religious meeting 
place for a negro congregation. 

That congregation is known as the 
Union Central Baptist church, and now 
holds services in a store bya sec at 8706 
State street. 

Negroes Plan to Buy Building. 

Last December, spurred on by a progres- 


-give pastor, the Rev, J, M. Mason, the Union 


Central Baptist chureh decided to buy the 
edifice at Tbirty-second street and Fifth ave- 
nue. Enough money was raised among the 
members to meet the terms of the owners— 
the Lutheran synod at Columbus, O. The 
church had been deserted several months be- 
fore by the English Faith congregation. 

“ A storm of protest to quote one house- 
holder—arose among the neighbors as soon as 
the news of the. negotiations reached them. 
The Lutheran synod was informed that these 
persons did not wish a negro congregation in 
the neighborhood. 

Sold to the Highest Bidder. 

In the correspondence between the synod 
and the white residents stress was laid on 
the fact that the neighborhood was inhab- 
ited almost exclusively by whites, and that 
an “invasion of blacks'’ would lessen the 
vale of property. Replying to all of which 
the, Lutheran synod suggested that the 
church would be sold to the highest bidder, 

A rally meeting was thereupon held in the 
locality at the call of Dr. William A. Peter- 
son, 3046 Wentworth avenue. It was de- 
cided that the neighborhood should buy the 
church. 

First Payment, $1,200, Is Made. 

As the result of the meeting, however, the 
church has just Been purchased on the in- 
stallment plan. The first payment of $1,200 
has already been raised by popular subscrip- 
tion. 

The majority of the subscribers live be- 
tween Thirty-first and Thirty-third streets in 
Fifth and Princeton avenues. For the most 
part they are in modest circumstances, 
though many subscribed 5100 or more and 
none gave less than $10. 

The congregation of the Union Central 
Baptist church is indignant. It has an- 
nounced, threugh the Rev. Mr. Mason, that 
it may shortly establish an industrial school 
for colored boys and giris in the neighbor- 
hood despite the wishes of the white resi- 
dents. 

„The same intolerant spirit seems to pre- 
vall everywhere among white people,” said 
the pastor. It is uri-Christianlike. The

Ann Arbor, March 8.—[Special, }~ 
The faculty ot the University of Michigan. 
which has expelled students for writing al- 
leged inaccurate stories, owns a student 
newspaper bought five months ago to in- 
culeate anti-sensational”’ principles.

Officers of the general staff have 
giver him an amulet in the form of a cross 
inscribed In hoc signo vinces.”

German Officers Feel Snubbed. |

Japan to the Powers 
That Neutrality of Corea 
As Not Violated. | 


PLANS TO KINGDOM. 


Story That Official Mes- 
ages Were Intercepted Is 
Stated to Be False. 


Washington, D. C., March 8.—[Spectal.}— 
Japan has officially replied to Russia s com- 
plaint to the powers that Japan landed 
troops in Corea after Corea had declared 
ite neutrality, and that Japanese war- 
ships attacked Russian ships at Chemulpo 


after maliciously stopping the delivery of 
Alexieff’s messages to the Russian com- 
mander. 

Japan replies that troops were landed in 
Corea because the issue of the war is the in- 
dependence of Corea. 

It is emphatically denied that Japan in- 
tercepted messages to the commander of the 
Russian fleet at Chemulpo. 

Russia’s Charges Are Denied. 

Japan's reply, whicn was cabled to the 
Japanese minister here on March 4, was 
made public tonight. 

The government of Japan makes the tol⸗ 
lowing statement respecting the five acts 
which in the note referred to are declared to 
be fully proved and confirmed: 

First—It ‘is charged under this heading 
that before the opening of hostilities 
against Russia Japan landed troops in the 
indenendent empire of Corea, which had de- 
clared its neutrality.“ 


Japanese troops landed in Corea before the 
declaration of war was issued, but not be- 
fore a state of war actually existed between 
Japan and Russia. The maintenance of the 
independence and territorial. integrity of 
Corea is one of the objeets of the war, and 
the dispatch of troops to the menaced terri- 


which had the distinct consent of the Corean 
government. 

The imperial government draws a sharp 
distinction between the landing of Japanese 
troops in Corea under the actual circum- 
stances of the case and the sending ofa large 
body of Russian troops to Manchuria with- 
out the consent of China, as was done by 
Russia while peaceful negotiations were still 
in progress. 

Russian Messages Not Intercepted, 

Second, under this heading it is alleged | 
that Japan “ with a division of the Japan- 
ese fleet made a sudden attack on the 8th 
instant—that is, three days before the 
declaration of war, on two Russian warships, 
‘which were in the netitral port of Chemul- 


tified of the rupture of relations, as the 
Japanese maliciously stopped the delivery 
of Russian telegrams by the Danish cable 
and destroyed the Corean government's 
telegraphic communication.” 

The imperial. government declares that 
the allegations under this heading are un- 
true. The imperial government did not 
stop the delivery of Russian telegrams by 
the Danish cable, neither did they destroy 
the Corean government’s telegraphic com- 
munication. 

Regarding the alleged sudden attack on 
the 8th of February on two Russian men 
of war in the port of Chemulpo, it is only 
necessary to say that a state of war exist- 
ed, and that Corea, having given her con- 
sent. to the landing of Japanese troops at 
Chemulpo, the harbor of Chemrlpo there- 
by ceased to be neutral, at least as between 


the belligerents. 


‘Third—It is charged under this heading 
that in spite of existing international laws, 
shortly before the opening of hostilities Japan 
captured as prizes of war the Russian mer- 
chantmen which were in the neutral ports 
of Corea.” 

The imperial n has established 
a prize court with full authority to pro- 
nounce finally on the question of the legality 
of the seizures of merchant vessels. Ac- 
cordingly, it would be manifestly out of 
place for the imperial government to make 
any statement regarding the assertion under 
this heading. 

Fourth—It is asserted under this gumber 
that Japan “declared to the emperor of 
Corea, through the Japanese minister at 
Seoul, that Corea would be henceforth under 
Japanese administration, and warned his 
majesty that in the case of noncompliance 
Japanese troops wowld occupy the palace.” 

The imperial government declares the 
charge. under this number to be absolutely 
and wholly without foundation in fact. 


Russian Envoy Not Ordered Out. 


Fifth—Under this heading it is charged 
that the Japanese government “ forwarded 
a summons, through the French minister, to 
the’ Russian representative at the court of 
the emperor of Corea, to leave the country 
with the staff of the Russian legation and 
consulate.” 

The imperial government denies the accu- 
racy of this statement. No demand, either 
direct. or indirect, was addressed by the Jap- 
anese government asking the Russian minis- 
ter to retire from Corea. 

The French chargé d' affaires called on the 
Japanese minister at Seoul and informed 
him verbally, as he did afterwards in writing, 
that it was the desire of the Russian minister 
to leave Corea, and asked the opinion of the 
Japanese minister with reference to the mat- 
ter. The Japanese. minister replied that if 
the Russian minister would withdraw in a 
peaceful manner, taking with him his staff 
and legation guard, he would be fully pro- 
tected by Japanese troops. He did so with- 
draw of his own free will on the 12th of Feb- 
ruary, and an escort of Japanese soldiers 
was furnished him as far as Chemulpo.

In despair of ever being able to create ren- 
dering plant districts that will be satisfac- 
tory, members of the council! judiciary com- 
mittee are considering the plan of sending all 
such plants outside the city limits. Four 
members of the committee declared their 
readiness to vote for a prohibition measure, 
at the close of yesterday’s session, during 
which all of the work accomplished by the 
subcommittee was referred to it with instruc- 
tions to try again. Those who favor a pro- 
hibitive ordinance are Ald. Foreman, Dunn, 
Palmer, and Young. 

The recently prepared ordinance creating 
a district for rendering plants on the soutb- 
west side was attacked from two quarters. 
Attorney Adolf Kraus asked that the east- 
ern boundary of the district be changed to 
include the Pfaelzer plant, at Emerald ave- 
nue and Forty-second street. The attorney 
painted Pfaelzer as the arch enemy of the 
beef trust, and declared that the ousting of 
Pfaelzer from his properties would ruin him, 
much to the satisfaction of the trust. 


-Wants Three Districts.

Hunter was 
forced to pay a scalper at a vaudeville house 
a short time ago. The alderman told the 
committee about it, in Hlustration of what he 
declared was the practice of theaters to re- 
serve for sale by scalpers and at hotels the 
best seats in the bouse before opening the 
box office to the public.

PASS THE MANN BILL! 

The tunnel lowering bill, since its intro- 
duction in the house of representatives, has 
been reposing in the committee on interstate 
and foreigu commerce. Its sponsor, Mr. 
Mann of Chicago, now announces that he 
is peered to call it up in the committee, 
that he expects it will be reported out favor- 
ably, and that he will endeavor to have it 
enacted into law: 

The bill is a curious one. Its object is to 
protect Chicago against itself, to compel the 
city to remove from the river those obstruc- 
tions which are ruining its water commerce. 
If the city does not take the steps for its 
own salvation it is to be fined $10,000 

That stich a bill is necessary is merely 
another exemplification of the fact that while 
Chicago, as compared with other American 
cities, has the most enterprising citizens, it 
has the most inert officials. Philadelphia, 
for example, has a most corrupt municipal 
government. Yet its streets are clean, its 
street car service is comparatively accepta- 
ble, and its gafbage is not left to pollute its 
atmosphere. 

Congressman Mahn was in the council ten 
years ago. He says that the tunnel question 
is no nearer settlement than it was at that 
time. And it is fair to presume that that 
question will be no nearer settlement ten 
years from now, unless some stronger force, 
such as the national government, shall force 


the city and the traction company to remove 


the river obstacles. 
The mere statement that of late years Chi- 
cago has sunk in lake commerce from the 
first to the fifth place does not convey the 
full extent of the harm which the tunnels 
have done to the city’s commerce. The east- 
ernmost tunnel is that at La Salle street. 
Commerce between that point and the lake 


has been steadily increasing. But com- 


merce to the west of the La Salle street tun- 
nel has almost disappeared. Large vessels 
cannot pass the first of the three obstacles 
in the river. As there is room for but few 
large vessels in the river between its mouth 
and the La Salle street barrier, many of them 
have to stay away from the city altogether. 

The everlasting wail of the city officials 
when asked to improve conditions has been, 
“We haven't the money.” So the officials 
have been postponing the needed improve- 
ments from year to year, and each post- 
ponement has meant that the cost of 
the improvement was multiplied. Fortu- 
nately the city officials cannot now plead 
poverty as an excuse for not lowering the 
tunnels. The city can get the money to do 
it. The Supreme court has decided that 
Chicago may issue bonds to the amount of 
$4,500,000, Let it issue as many bonds as 
are necessary to lower the tunnels. 

There have been legal as well as financial 
objections to tunnel lowering. The traction 
company owns one tunnel, the city owns the 
other two, but has leased them to the same 
company. Who could get the city out of 
sueh a tangle? It seemed hopeless. So the 
city promptly gave up hope. There wasn’t 
enough municipal states hip in the en- 
tire body of eity authori even to scratch 
the surface of thatlegal problem, It seemed 
as if in all the two million brains of this great 
community there was not one resourceful 
enough to devise a plan to get the tunnels 
lowered. The city had to resign itself and 
see the commerce go elsewhere, And this in 
Chicago! 

Then came Congressman Mann. He saw 
a way—hehadascheme. May he prove as 
bold in execution as he was fertile in design 
tor his scheme is good. He says the thing 
to do is to cut the Gordian knot.

A CIVIL SERVICE ABSURDITY. 
Reform which should have been reform 
and which had promised reform to Chicago 
seldom has received a harder blow than that 
which appears on the face of the legislative 
and civil service processes certifying Charles 
L. Clarke to the position of chief inspector 
of the sanitary bureau. Justice may ab- 
solve both Mr. Clarke and the civil service 
commission from criticism, but it leaves the 
Illinois statute providing for the appoint- 
ment of any veteran of the civil war to any 
position on any passing grade in examina- 
tions a piece of class legislation which 
makes a laughing stock of civil service. 

Few people with the best interests of 
Chicago at heart failed to indorse the in- 
vestigations of the sanitary bureau which 
forced the resignation of former Chier 
Inspector Andrew Young, brought about 
the indictment of some of his inspectors and 
the suspension of others. It was then pro- 
posed that an examination of especial strict- 
ness and severity should winnow out for the 
position of chief of the bureau one of the 
most efficient sanitary experts in the coun- 
try. Especial efforts were made to interest 
talent outside the city, and two men from 
New York appeared for the test. One of 


these, Charles B. Ball, represented the new-

est and most approved methods in sanitary 
inspection as evolved in the eastern metrop- 
olis. 

Thirteen persons took the examinations, 
and of these Mr. Ball stood at the head with 
a grade of 02.41. Tenth in the list, Mr. 
Clarke was credited with a grade of 74.27 
per cent. But by virtue of the fractional 
section 10% ef the Illinois statutes of 1897 
Mr. Clarke might have stood at the bottom 
of the list with the grade of 70.78 and still 
have been passed over the head of the New 
York expert, who had led his nearest com- 
petitor by more than eight points. 
This is the latest and best example of 
how absurdly this act of 1897 has come into 
collision with the civil service act of two 
years before. The merest schoolboy must

PRINCE LOUIS NAPOLEON. 

A St. Petersburg dispatch says that 
Prince Louis Napoleon, who has been in 
command of a grenadier brigade in the 
Caucasus, is in that city; and that the un 
derstanding is he will receive an important 
command on the frontier.” This is in- 
definite, for Russia has an enormous fron- 
tier. Probably the prince would prefer a 
command in Manchuria, where he would 
have a chance to meet the Japanese and 
make a reputation for himself. He has had 
a thorough training as a soldier and he 
loves his profession. Whether he has any 
of the wonderful military ability of his 
granduncle, the first Napoleon, is not 
known. He has not had an’ opportunity 
yet to show what there is in him.

The Bonapartist party in 
France, which looks on him as the head of 
his family, would like to see him get and 
utilize that opportunity. | 

Of course, there are risks to be run. The 
prince imperial, son of Napoleon III., went 
to the Zulu war to win his spurs and was 
killed. If Prince Louis Napoleon were to 
go to Manchuria a Japanese bullet might 
end his career. On the other hand, if he 
were to make a singularly brilliant record 
there, and if France were to need or think 
she needed a strong man to rule her, she 
might turn to the soldier representative ot 
the Napoleonic dynasty. 

The French government is not solicitons 
that the prince should show himself a great 
general and rivet on himself the eyes of 
the French people. France is the ally of 
Russia and the Russian government will 
not knowingly do anything which will be 
distasteful to that of France. Hence it is 
quite likely that the chief of the Bonapart- 
ists will be sent to some other than the Man- 
churian frontier.

ULTAN Abdul Hamid, far from being 
pleased, as has been asserted, by the 
difficulties in which Russia has be- 
come involved in the far east in con- 


nection with Japan, is not only dis- 


tressed but likewise dismayed thereby. For 
he realizes that the war in Manchuria and 
Corea entails a tempo effacement of 
Muscovite influence in the Balkans, which 
redounds to the advantage of Austria, and 
while the padisha dislikes the Russians, yet 
he hates and fears the Austrians far more 
bitterly. This is due to the fact that he 
realizes that the czar and his people now 
desire above eve else the mainte- 
nance of the statu quo in the Balkans, andis 
strongly averse to either the creation of an 
independent Macedonia or the ann 

of the latter to Bulgaria. 

Russia has found to her cost that the trans- 
formation of the Christian provinces of the 
sublime porte into more or less independent 
states is not conducive to her political inter- 
ests. Roumania, Servia, and Bulgaria all 
owe their liberation from Ottoman thraldom 
to Russia, and in all three of these countries 
she is regarded today with sentiments of 
hostility, and experiences difficulty in mak- 
ing her influence felt in their capitals. 


The czar is not in sympathy with Mace- 
donian nationalist aspirations. He does not 
want a Macedonia that is independent or the 
predominant factor in a union between her 
and Bulgaria. Nor does he want an inde- 
pendent.Armenia, and it was because he dis- 
covered that the vast property of the Ar- 
menian church in Russia was being em- 
ployed to promote the nationalist aspirations 
of the Armenians in favor of an independent 
Armenia in Turkey that he seized the entire 
estates in question, so as to assure himself 
that the revenues should only be employed 
for strictly educationa] and ecclesiastical 
and ace for political and revolu- 

nary propagan 

Moreover, the sultan has always felt bit- 
terly towards Austria for taking possession 
and holding since 1878 his provinces of 


Still form a part of the Ottoman empire, 
though in reality they are governed from 
Vienna without the slightest regard for the 
porte. Indeed, Austria does not even tolerate 
in Herzegovina and Bosnia the purely com- 
plimentary récognition of Turkey’s suzer- 
ainty that the English admit in the analo- 

us case of Egypt. Then, too, the sultan 

ows that Austria, in lieu of being desirous 
of maintaining the statu quo, is bent on 
pushing forward to Salonica. In one word, 
Abdul Hamid dislikes and fears the Aus- 
trians far more than the Russians, and so 
well known is this throughout the Balkans 
that all those Christian provinces still sub- 
ject to the sultan look rather to Austria than 


to Russia for moral if not effectual support | | 


in their revolutionary designs. 

It is therefore with gratification rather 
than with any sentiments of alarm that the 
sultan has learned of the proposal of the 
Grand Duke Vladimir, uncle of the czar, to 


take part in the inauguration of the monu- . 


ment which has been erected at Sofla to 
Emperor Alexander II., as the liberator of 
Bulgaria. The Grand Duke Viadimir will 
be accompanied by at least 200 Russian offi- 
cers, mostly generals, who took part in the 
war of 1877 under Czar Alexander II., in be- 
half of the emancipation of Bu a from 
the rule of the sublime porte. The sultan, 
knowing the real sentiments of Emperor 
Nicholas with regard to the maintenance 
of the statu quo in the Balkans, is convinced 
that the visit of Grand Duke Vladimir to Sofia 
will help to discourage Prince Ferdinand 
and the Bulgarians from continuing to pro- 
mote, as they have done until now, the 


revolutionary cause in 


— 

Vladimir. it must be remembered, is the 
one member of the reigning house of Russia 
who is notin sympathy with Emperor Will- 
lam. The latter, like the czar, desires, at any 
rate for the time being, the maintenance of 
the integrity of the Ottoman empire, and 
German support will probably be given at 
Sofia and at Constantinople to render the 
mission of the Grand Duke Vladimir to Sofia 
a success—from an Ottoman point of view. 

In fact, the Kaiser both through Count 
Osten Zacken, the Russian ambassador at 
Berlin, and by means of an autograph letter, 
conveyed by one of the officers of the imperial 
household to St. Petersburg, has assured the 
czar of his resolve to prevent by all possi- 
ble means an outbreak In the Balkans dur- 
ing the present conflict in the far orient. 
While the sultan will listen to the kaiser 
more readily than to any other ruler in 
Europe, yet it is realized that all the em- 
peror’s influence at Constantinople would 
be of no possible avail if Bulgaria were com- 
pelled by the Macedonians within her borders 
to force the issue with Tprkey. 

Meanwhile, the lord chamberlain in Eng- 
land, acting in King Edward's e, hag 
availed himself of the sovereign's prerogative 
to put a stop to the public singing of all top- 
{cal songs bearing upon the war, and which 
tend to ridicule or to cast obloquy upon one 
or other of the belligerents. Of course, the 
songs can be sung in private, but, thanks to 
the lord chamberlain’s peremptory com- 
mands, they cannot be given from the stage 
of any theater or music hall under the pen- 
alty of the forfeiture of the license of the 
place, and of all sorts of penalties in the way 
of fine and imprisonment for the singer, the 
composer, and the management of the house. 

In most other European coun fries the cen- 
sorship of the drama and of everything con- 
nected with the stage, is exercised by the 
government. But in England it has, at any 
rate for the last 200 years, been the legal 
prerogative of the sovereign, who has in- 
variably exercised it through his lord cham- 
berlain, the latter in turn relying upon the 
judgment of an official of his department 
who is known as the reader of plays, and 
whose verdict, unless set aside by the lord 
chamberlain, or by the king, is sufficient to 
prevent the production of any play, or the 
rendering of any song in the theaters and 
music halls of the united kingdom.

We are constantly being told that King 
Edward as a constitutional monarch has no 
real power, and attempts are repeatedly 
being made to convey the impression that in 
England nowadays the sovereign is a mere 
figurehead. Yet his prerogatives with re- 
gard to the stage, and those which he has ex- 
ercised of late to sweep away the entire ad- 
ministration of the war department, and to 
substitute in its place a wholly new organiza- 
tion, without consulting parliament, illus- 
the enormous 
power that is vested in his hands. 

By means of the royal warrant, issued with- 
out any consultation with parliament, and 
through which he has intrusted the powers 
hitherto exercised by the secretary of state 
for war, and the commander in chief to a 
new army council or board of his own com- 
position and appointment, he has shown 
85 more that the army belongs to the crown 

ther than to the nation. The latter pays 
for it, but the king has sole control ot it. As : 
its supreme head he could disband it by dis- 
missing every soldier and every officer just 
in the same manner as he has abolished the 
office of commander in chief. And he has pre- 
eisely the same powers with regard to the 
navy. It is ridiouloua, therefore, to describe 
the sovereign in England as a mere figure- 


Sir John Anderson, who has just been ap- 
pointed governor of Singapore and of the 
Straits Settlements, an office which carries 
with it emoluments to the tune of 680 000 a 
year, has for a quarter of a century been a 
clerk of the colonial office in London, and 
was attached by the latter to the suite of the 
prince and princess of Wales as its repre- 
sentative during the colonial tour of the 
heir apparent and his consort.

** Alexander the Great,” which had its in- 
itial presentation in Chieago last evening at 
McVicker’s, is the one novelty Messrs. James 
and Warde have in their repertory this sea- 
son. It is styled by the program a new and 
original play.” It was evidently intended to 
be a tragedy of impressive quality. and it is 
in reality a slow moving, verbose melodrama. 

The life of Alexander the Great should fur- 
nish material for a tragedy of power and 
enduring value, for a man of such 
force of character, of such all compelling 
will, and such unbounded ambition is a figure 
peculiarly suited to dramatic treatment, and 
a play in which he was the central personage 
should, if builded by a skilled and imagina- 
tive playwright, become a tragedy interest- 
ing, picturesque, and of literary worth. 
Messrs. Hughes and Kemper, who have pre- 
pared the piece, are not such skilled and 
imeginative playwrights. Their fancy stays 
close to the dead level of the commonplace, 
and their technical ability consists in the 
eonstrueting of a play along the regulation 


They have arranged a succession of scenes 
which permit of stage settings and costum- 
ing that are picturesque and of sufficient 
elaborateness to be fairly impressive, and by 
the use of lengthy speeches couched in 
grandiloquent phraseology they have lent 
the piece the semblance of literary dignity 
and worth. But the colloquialisms and ex- 
pressions of every day existence are fre- 
quent throughout the text, and the result is 
absence of all true impressiveness and dra- 
matic sineerity. 

The plot has to do with the desire of Perdic- 
cas, Alexander’s prime minister, to compass 
the death of the monarch and thus secure the 
throne for himself. Alexander has met and 
loved an Egyptian princess, Roxane, but be- 
lie ving her. faithless and an ally of conspir- 


votes himself to the conquering of the worid. 
She follows him disguised as a boy and 
during the campaign in the east manages to 
save his life. Perdiccas’ plots prosper, how- 
ever, and he succeeds in the last scene of the 
play in having the king poisoned, and with a 
forged will, which declares him Alexander’s 
successor, is supposed to be in a position to 
claim the throne. 

Mr. Warde has the réle of Perdiccas, and 
while he cannot be said to play that arch- 
plotter with any of the subtleties of manner 
and mien which our present day tragedians 
prefer, he gives us a stately, emphatic, and 
unmistakably villainous villain of the real 
“palmy days” tragedy sort. He reads the 


all the breadth of sonority that is possible to 
them, and the audience is never left in doubt 
for a moment as to just the exact nature of 
Perdiccas’ intentions, meanings, and desires. 
It is interesting to get a specimen of the old 
school“ so perfect in its every part, as is this 
portrayal of Perdiccas by Mr. Warde. 

Mr, James as Alexander is slightly more 
subdued in method than is Mr. Warde, but he 
loses no opportunity to let his full,-resonant 
voice be heard, and his movements are ever 
those of the tragic king of the real kind.“

The Spiering Quartet. 

Last evening in Music hall the Spiering 
quartet gave the second concert in its pres- 
ent series and was listened to by an audi- 
ence that comfortably filled the hall.

Brahms has written, and the final presto has

The sonata was given with admirable un- 
derstanding, thorough appreciation of its 
musical and emotional contents, and with ex- 
cellent technical efficiency. Both players 
were clearly in full sympathy with the work, 
and their enthusiasm and interest awakened 
a kindred spirit in their hearers and enjoy- 
ment and satisfaction for all concerned were

SALES PRESSED BY BEARS. 


Buying Power Growing Smaller; 
Corn and Oats Lose Sharp 
Advances Made Early.

Several times during yesterday's session 
it was hard to find buyers for wheat, and 
there were sharp breaks of Ic or more, with 
traders generally in a panic to sell. There 
were occasional rallies, in fact, the market 
started off with one, but they only made the 
succeeding breaks more precipitate and 
héeddiong. At their lowest prices were off 
2c to 2. and they closed 1%c to 2½ lower, 
or a 4c decline in two days. There was no 
especial change in conditions, but there was 
ah absence of bullish news and absence of 
. commission buying. The market, in fact, 
seemed more friendless than at any time since 
the break from the extreme advance started, 
and during that time there had been declines 
of ide in the May, 10\%c in the July, and 10c 
In the September. 

As the declines have discouraged longs, they 
have also encouraged short sellers, and bear 
pressure was more pronounced than it has 
been before. The May sold from 94%c to 
Me, and closed at the bottom, its premium 
over old July reduced to less than 24%c. The 
old July, which closed on Monday at 910. 
opened strong and sold up to 91%c, but broke 
back to 88%. a decline of 2%c from. the top, 
and closed at 89%-%c, a net loss of 1%-%c. 
The new July lost as much, closing at Sc, 
while the September déliveries lost 1c. The 
early advance seemed to be on local buying, 
encouraged by the contradiction of the re- 

port that the Argentine strike had. oe set- 
~ tied, and by early strength in corn. But for- 
eign markets were easy; receipts were liberal, 
there was no unanimity of crop damage 
claims from the southwest, and the export 
demand continues poor. 


Investors Scared Out. 


The long decline had apparently scared out 
the “investor, who came into the market 
"with .enthusiasm on the war scare. When 
the market got started down it went easily. 
There. was more or less selling by Cudahy 
brokers, and when early local buyers start- 
64 selling and the old July got back to 910, it 
Gropped under doc with few trades, going 
Gown to 89%c. It reacted to 90c, and held 
there for a time, but a new selling wave 
Garried it off just as quickly under Soc. 
There was some covering at the close by 
early sellers and some buying by profes- 
sionals for the reaction they believed should 
follow so sharp a break.

Corn Loses Early Gain. 


“Corn was strong early, up %c to 1%c, but 
closed about steady for the May to he lower 
for July and September. Speculative and 
pit conditions seemed to govern the fluctua- 
tions of price entirely. The early strength 
Was the effect of the heavy buying of May at 
the close Monday. Local shorts were in a 
mood to cover because of it and offerings 
were light until May had sold up to 55%c, 
When some corn came out from Monday’s 
buyers. The market held firm in spite of the 
early break in wheat, but yielded to the last 
elne in that market.

INTERESTING TRADE GOSSIP ON ‘CHANGE. 


The “ outsider ". who bought wheat on the 
war scare and the infectious excitement of 
a steady advance and a booming market is 
having his usual hard time of it. The break 
of over 180 in May and over 10c in July and 
September has disposed of about all the 
profits on long wheat thät were left. The 
longs have been shaken out, forced out, 
driven out, and the decline has so upset con- 
fidence that the general outside buying or- 
ders would not fill many carloads. The dis- 
couragement of the outsider has given con- 
fidence to the bear, and a good short interest 
has been created. The shorts were all driven 
in.on the advance, but are having their in- 
nings now. This short interest would make 
rallies easier from this time if anything 
should happen to stir up general buying or 
if any strong interest should attempt a bull 
campaign. But there were no absolutely 
clear ‘signs of either contingency. There 
has been no evidence of Armour support, 
and the narrowing of the May premium 
shows, the effect of continued selling of May 
and buying in of July hedges. 4 

The daily arrivals of corn are not Showing 
the deterioration in quality expected with 
the warm, wet weather of the last few daye. 
In fact, the quality is improving, and some 
of the local corn handlers are now convinced 
that the farmere have succeeded in getting 
rid of most of their low grade corn, that which 
was go poor and damp it was dangerous to 
keep. There is 4 good deal of good corn 
coming from Nebraska and the receipts from 
Hiinois are improving. The proportion of 
No. 8 and No. 4 corn is much larger. Out of 
282 care in yesterday 8 graded No. 2, 104 No. 
8, 11 No. 4, and only 50 no grade. It is said 
more No. 8 corn would be coming out of the 
mixing houses but for the fact that they 
have not room to take it, it being necessary 
to keep the poor stuff moving. 

R. J, Zorge has made a proposition to his

It was said at his office yesterday that the 
terms offered had been accepted by practi- 
cally all of the creditors. 

Bradstreet’s world’s visible report showed

‘Banks and Bond Houses Report In- 


creasing Balances, Money Being 
Kept Lying Idle in Order to Be Avail- 
able for Opportunities Expected 
Later—Foreign Exchange Accumu- 
lates in New York—Annual Meeting 
of Aurora, Elgin and Chicago. 


At the bond houses money le reported as 
being reasonably easy. This is evidenced by 
purchases by interests which ordinarily do 
not invest in securities. 

Still, it seems to be general that bank ac- 
counts are desirable, and, since most institu- 
tione pay interest on balances, the banks find 
their deposit accounts growing. The stock 
market is in part responsible perhaps for this 
situation. It is the experience of commission 
houses, that their customers look for lower 
prices, and in consequence are maintaining 
idle funds while awaiting bargains. 


Have Surfeit of Exchange. 

It develops that the eagerness with which 
New York institutions have bought foreign 
exchange with a view of selling the same to 
the representative of the government of Pan- 
ama and the Panam canal shareholders has 
resulted in a large accumulation of bills for 
which there is no present market. The time 
for making the canal payments is indefinite. 
The shareholders do not act on the matter 
until the third week m April, so that the New 
York banke and exchange houses will not 
find the market they anticipated for some 
time. It is now predicted that some of this 
exchange will be for sale and that in conse- 
quence the prices will work lower. 


Aurora, Elgin and Chicago’s Tear. 

The annual meeting of the Aurora, Elgin 
and Chicago railroad company was held yes- 
terday. The financial statement submitted 
showed that for the eight months ended Jan. 
31. 1904, the surplus in excess of bond inter- 
est, other interest, and taxes was $34,366. 
The statement was made up for eight months 
because, as President Wolf announced, that 
covered the period of complete operation.

London View of Our Trade Reaction. 

Accompanying its issue of Feb. 27, the Lon- 
don Statist presents a supplement of fifty- 
one pages, covering the position of the rail- 
roads of the United States. The review of 
the railroad systems is preceded by a general 
review of the prosperity of this country. 
Concerning the present trade inaction the 
Statist says: 

“The prosperity of the United States has 
grown so wonderfully and rapidly in recent 
years that fears have arisen lest the improve- 


ment has been too great to be permanent, 


and lest the immense volume of trade of 1903 
may not again be attained for many years. 
Every one now recognizes that the volume of 
American trade has for the time reached its 
zénith, and that a setback is at hand—in- 
deed, has in some directions already com- 
menced. But the important thing to be ascer- 
tained is, will the reaction be in proportion to 
the recent last improvement? Will it be as 
great as that of the 708 and 90’s? Or will it 
resemble that of the "80s, and be relatively 
slight and of short duration? In our opinion, 
the depression will resemble that of the 
'80s—it will be comparatively small and will 
not last long. 

“In the later 808 trade in the United 
States was active, in consequence of the im- 
mense quantity of capital that was invested 
in the country. Not only did the country 
utilize the whole of its capital, but it se- 
cured a vast amount of European capital for 
the construction of railways and for the de- 
vélopment of its industries. This activity 
was maintained in the early 908. But in 
1893 the trade of the country received a sud- 
den and violent check, in consequence of the 
distrust which arose as to the ability of the 
government to maintain its currency upon a 
gold basis. The shock to credit resulted in 
the wholesale failures of railways, banks, 
and industrial houses, and brought about a 


period of extreme depression. 


The reaction in trade which occurred 
from 1893 to 1896 was consequently quite un- 
usual and excessive; hence, when confidence 
was partially restored by the election of 
1896, and completely restored in 1900 by the 
decision of the American people to make the 
maintenance of a gold standard unquestion- 
able, the recovery of trade from its previous 
abnormally depressed condition was great, 
and the growth in the trade of the country. 
in recent years has been quite phenomenal. 
In should therefore be distinctly understood 
that a large portion of the improvement in 
American trade in recent years was neces- 
sary to restore the volume to normial pro- 
portions, and that when allowance is made 
for this circumstance the growth of trade in 
the last four or five years has not been so 
exceptional as it appears to be.“ | 

To Curtail Spirits Output. 

It is announced in New York that as a re- 
sult of the meeting there last week of spir- 
its manufacturers, a definite agreement has 
been reached on prices and output. It is un- 
derstood the agreement includes nearly all. 
the manufacturers of spirits in.the states 
of Illinois, Indiana, Ohio, and Kentucky. 
The plants of the trust are in the dea). The 
capacity of the independent producers is said 
to be about as large as that of the trust. 
The agreement provices for a reduction of 
mashing capacity, and consequently of pro- 
duction of nearly 50 per cent, and the main- 
tenance of prices on the present basis until 
some change occurs in the price of corn. 
There has already been an advance of 1 cent 
a gallon in spirits, ostensibly because of 
the higher price of raw material.

General Financial News. 

The gossip that the Pennsylvania has ar- 
ranged to issue a -new series of bonds for

American Locomotive. 

For the Locomotive and Machinery com- 
pany, Limited, of Montreal, the American 
Locomotive’ company will issue $1,500,000 4 
per cent bonds.

The showing of the Sloss-Sheffield affords 
some idea of what may be expected in the 
next quarterly statement of the United 
States Steel corporation.
